crowds of miners, women and children re- 
mained throughout tho night ond tho greater 
portion of the day to witness Iho removal of 
tho bodies of drowned miners from' the fated 
Diamond mine, and sonio very distressing 
scenes occurred.

twenty-six bodies were taken from tlio shaft, 
and of those Uie followlngcould be recognized:

At 7 o'clock this evening the funeral train 


left the city for the Diamond mine, to carry 
tho bodies "to tlio cemeltv.'

As It 
was passing tho -edge of the village «f-Dia- 
mond, Mrs. Jledtnond signaled the train, and 
was allowed to take the coflln In which her 
boy was placed, she declaring that she would 
giv« him proper burial. 


At llraldwood many sad scones occurred; 


women and children crying about tho train 
demanded that raffias be taken from Uie cars 
and tho lids removed, which In many cases 
was done.
